RAISES SUBJECT, TO LEARN GOA REACTION THIS DEVELOPMENT. 

2. IN CONTEXT ANY DISCUSSIONS ON SOUTH ASIA, YOU SHOULD 
REITERATE OUR GENERAL DESIRE FOR PEACE, DEVELOPMENT AND 
REGIONAL COOPERATION. WE WOULD. OF COURSE, BE INTERESTED 
TO LEARN NAIM'S REACTION TO HIS RECENT DIPLOMATIC FORAYS 
IN MIDDLE EAST AND PARTICULARLY HIS TALKS WITH IRANIANS. 

YOU MAY INFORM HIM THAT WE ARE PLEASED TO NOTE RECENT 
STEPS TOWARD STRENGTHENING OF RELATIONS BETWEEN 
AFGHANISTAN AND IRAN. FYI DEP ASST SECY LAINGEN MADE THESE 
POINTS IN PRE-DEPARTURE CONVERSATION MAY 20 WITH 
AMBASSADOR MALIKYAR, STRESSING OUR HOPE THAT AFGHANISTAN 
AND PAKISTAN ALSO WILL FIND WAYS TO COMMUNICATE BETTER 
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WITH ONE ANOTHER. LAINGEN ALSO STRESSED OUR WILLINGNESS 
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TO CONTINUE OUR ASSISTANCE WITH AFGHANISTAN'S PRIORITY 

DEVELOPMENT NEEDS, BUT ALSO NOTED AFGHANS SHOULD EXPECT 
THAT THIS WILL BE ON INCREASINGLY SELECTIVE APPROACH.
